Doukhobors Not Threatening 
Force But Striving to Moke 
Others Crazy. 



Wilkesbarre, Pa,, Oct. 20.— Tlie anx- 
iously awaited convention of the 145,000 
stiikmg miners met today, but did not 
reach a vote on the proposed plan of set- 
tlement. It is expected to do so tomor- 
row. There wore 002 delegates present 
in the Nesbitt theatre when the conven- 
tion was held, ami they were empowered 
by their local unions to cast S07 votes 
for or against President [Roosevelt's pro- 
position or arbitration. The great ma- 
jority of the delegates were uninstructed. 
The few who were being engineers, lire- 
men and pumpmen, who feared that the 
5,000 strikers of these classes may not 
get back their old places, nowt held by 
noii-union men. 

This quest ion of the engineers, firemen 
and pumpman proved the only stumbling 
block in tho way of almost immediate 
adoption of the President's plan, which 
carried with it the declaring off of the 
strike, and a general resumption of work 
through (the 175 mile strip of hard coal 
mining region. 

At one time today it seemed certain 
that the convention was about to adopt 
the recommendation of President Mit- 
chell, to end the strike, but the steam 
men's plea was too earnest, nnd the final 
vote went over until tomorrow. It i* 
practically certain, however, thnt the 
vote to declurc the strike off will show 
a big majority for it. The leaders of 
tile strikers, except Mr. Mitchell, were 
hardly heard at all in the convention 
today, tue engineers being allowed to give 
full expression to their feelings. 

iBut tomorrow it is predicted, tho lead- 
ers will be heard, and one of them, a 
high district official, said today, there 
would be no more than 15 votes cast 
against the plan, which, the President 
of tho 'United States has proposed to 
them, and which alt the highest officials 
of the minor workers in this region earn- 
estly have recommended. There were two 
sessions today, forenoon and afternoon, 
ami the net result as regards the progress 
of tho convention towards its object, 
was a permanent organization, with Mr. 
Mitchell in the chair, his speech laying 
the President's plan before tho delegates, 
his eloquent impromptu speech advocat- 
ing its adoption and the appointment of 
a committee on resolutions. This com- 
mittee, as 'Mr. Mitchell said to the dele- 
gates, would prepare a formal statement 
to the public, telling fully and carefully 
why the convention decided to continue 
the strike it it should decide, nnd why 
the strike was declared off, if that was 
tile outcome of their deliberations. 

The question before tha convention 
when it adjourned for the day, was tho 
adoption of n resolution embodied in 
President Mitchell's opening speech to 
call off the strike nnd leave all ques- 
tions to the President's commission. 

The afternoon session began at 2:10. 
The final reports of the three district 
secretaries comprising tho credentials' 
committee, was called for, and they 
showed a total of 662 delegates present, 
authorized to cast SS7 votes. The pro- 
ceedings for a. while moved rapidly. 
Without any speech-making, Mr. Mit- 
chell was elected permanent chairman, 
and the national secretary-treasurer, W. 
iB. Wilson was selected as the permanent 
secretary. Just as the cheering for the 
election of the two officers was ended, 
Mr. Mitchell, at 2:"0 walked on the 

tage. The instant the delegates saw 
him they rose on masse and cheered their 
leader several minutes: 

Mr. Mitchell said: 

"Gentlemen: — In opening this conven- 
tion for the transaction of business, I 
take pleasure in extending a warm 
greeting and welcome to the accredited 
prcsentutives of the 100,000 men aud 
iys, whose heroic struggle for living 
ages and American conditions of em- 
ployment has won the admiration of tha 
whole civilized world. (Language is in- 
adequate to express the sense of pride. I 
feel in you and those you represent. 
Your noble defence of the principles of 
unionism endears you to every man and 
every woman in our land who works for 
a livelihood. When the history of the 
struggles of toilers shall be written, its 
pages will record no event more import- 
no principle more ably defended, no 
battle more bravely fought than the con- 
test which I earnestly hope is now about 
to lie happily ended. 

It is not my purpose to review tho 
progress of the strike, or even to enuiu- 
tho important events which have 
now passed into history. Printed in- 
delibly upon the hearts of our people 
are the memories of the sufferings and 
hardships which have been endured. For 
live long months the eyes of the nation 
have been centred upon your actions, 
Hid it is a pleasure to say that the 
jrcut heart of American people throbbed 
in sympathy with you. It is, of course, 
a source of deep regret that tho millions 
f under-paid workmen in our great 
ities should be the most acute stiff er- 
rs by reason of this contest between 
ourselves and our employers, but strange 
as it may appear, hundreds upon huu- 
dreds of those who suffered most from 
the lack of fuel sent words of com- 
mendation and encouragement to us, 
and in many instances declared that they 
would suffer any privations in order 
that the miners and their families might 
secure a sufficient wage to enable thorn 
to enjoy a little happiness and sunshine 



The opening of tho crusade was not 
encouraging, as the Doukhobor villagers 
at Devil's Lake threatened to throw the 
"crazy" Doukhobors in tho lake if they 
[persisted in hanging around their vil- 
lage, propagating the turning loose of 
cattle. 'Doukhobors are now making en- 
tries for homesteads tit the hind office 
hero."

Mr. Brenv 
nor, the manager, states that the com- 
pany has already spent .?050,000 in plant, 
but will spout! two millions more. 



in accordance with these rights and 
privileges to capital we demand, aud 
shall assert, the same privileges for 
those who toil. 'Between the combina- 
tion of capital on oue hand, and the 
organization of labor on the other, there 
should be no irreconcilable conflict; each 
is a factor in tho economic development 
of our civilization, and the application 
of business judgment and plain couimou- 
sense by each would enable them to 
work in harmony. While the interests 
of labor aud capital are not by any 
means identical, they are, nevertheless, 
reciprocal; each is dependent upon tho 
other, aud under our form of govern- 
ment one cannot prosper without tho 
other. Abraham Lincoln truly said that 
"Capital is tho fruit of labor and could 
not exist if labor had not first existed; 
labor therefore deserves the first con- 
sideration.' 

"That this fundamental principle will 
be recognized bp the tribunal selected 
by the President of the United States, 
I have no reason to doubt. 

"The grave question which you have 
been called upon to consider-fbday de- 
mauds and must receive utmost careful 
thought. Personally I should have pre- 
ferred au adjustment of the difficulties 
existing in the anthracite field by con- 
ference with the anthracite mine owners 
and without the intervention of agen- 
cies not directly involved, but I recog- 
nize the fact that relations between 
ourselves and the mine operators have 
become so strained as to render direct 
negotiations at this time impossible. If 
the consequence of this strike affected 
only the interests of the operators and 
mine workers, there would be less rea- 
son lor the intervention of a third 
party, hut the fact that u coal famine 
was upon the people of Eastern and 
seaboard states, and threatened to be- 
come a national calamity, justifies tho 
action of tlie chief executive of our na- 
tion in his earnest effort to bring about 
an early resumption of mining. 

"The proposition submitted for your 
consideration may have objectionable fea- 
tures, and £ in its detail may not meet 
with the unanimous approval of your 
people, but it is immeasurably better, as 
now presented, than when originally of- 
fered by the representatives of the" coal 
corporations. 

"I am firm in my conviction that 
tlie prompt acceptance of this proposal 
will secure to the anthracite mine 
workers and those dependent upon them 
a greater measure of justice than they 
could attain by continuing the conflict; 
1 believe that tho prompt acceptance of 
this proposition will secure to tho mine 
workers a greater degree of justice than 
has been enjoyed in the past.

ailiURUII AND STATE. 

Their Separation Comes Up in French 
House. 

Paris, Oct. 20.— With the opening of 
business in the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day Ernest Roche (Nationalist) intro- 
duced a bill providing for the separation 
of church and state, the ifbolition of tho 
budget of public worship and the sup- 
pression of the French embassy at the 
, Vatican. The bill was presented as a 
challenge to the government to carry out 
the Radical .programme. M. Rocho de- 
clared that the question had figured 
long enouidi in the Radical platform, and 
that if the struggle against the congre- 
gation was sincere the government ought 
to carry out the separation of the church 
and state. 

The deputy demanded that the cham- 
ber declare urgency for the measure, but 
Premier Combes refused to accept the 
motion, saying the bill was only intended 
to embarrass the government. (Henri 
iBrisson declared that he and his Radical 
friends would also oppose urgency for 
the same reason. 

The Chamber rejected the urgency 
motion by 285 to 179 votes, but ordered 
an early 'discussion of a counter propo'sT- 
tion referring all bills dealing with tho 
separation of church and state to a' 
special commission, which M. Lasses 
(Nationalist) said meant "funeraj for the 
bills." 



Mr. Tarte Is BeJieved to Stand 
Alone in the Ottawa. 
Ministry. 



And Tomorrow Battle Royal Is 
Expected at Cabinet 
Meeting. 



Report That Mr. Fielding Suc- 
ceeds Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
as Premier.

Ottawa, Out., Oct. 20.— Of two ele- 
ments in the cabinet, the reactionaries, 
represented by Sir Richard Cartwright 
and Mr. Siftou, or the Progressives led 
by Mr. Tarte — which will win? This 
is a great question in political circles 
in Ottawifl today. The answer is not 
far to seek. Mr. Tarte will be downed, 
and in two or three days he will, of 
his own choice, retire, not exactly from 
public life, but to the editorial chair of 
La 'Pa trie, and with his testy pen, will 
preach the gospel of the National Policy 
which the Liberal-Conservative party 
has advocated in office for the past three 
decades. A count of noses in the cahiuot 
shows that the free trade wing of the 
Liberal party .still dominates there. 

Last session Mr. Fielding' promised 
that next year something would be done 
to repair the inconsistencies and incon- 
gruities in the Liberal tariff, but the 
Cartwrhrht-Sifton element is asserting 
itself and the decision of the cabinet 
will be such us to leave no other alter- 
native open tt> Mr. Tarte than to with- 
draw. 

The .Minister of Public Works left for 
Toronto this morning, 'but it is under- 
stood lie will bo back on Wednesday for 
a cabinet meeting, and a battle royal. 

About the only sympathizer with Mr. 
Tarte's views in the cabinet is Mr. 'Pat- 
terson. He has always been an ardent 
protectionist, especially as regards tho 
duty upon 'biscuits, but Mr. Puterson is 
just bajek from the Maritime Provinces 
and in a published interview has declar- 
ed, in effect that the country is satisfied 
with the tariff; which means therefore, 
that 'Mr. Tarto will stand alone among 
his colleagues, and will adopt the only, 
course open to au honorable member. 
To go. 

LAURIER .MAY RESIGN. 

Th» report is current this evening 
that there may be more cabinet changes 
than the retirement of Mr. Tarte. It is 
said that Sir Wilfrid Laurier's visit to 
the Governor-General today had refer- 
ence to his retirement from the premier- 
ship in the very near future. Notwith- 
standing the assurance to the contrary. 
Sir Wilfrid's health is anything but good, 
dlis physicians have ordered absolute 
rest, and it need not be a matter of sur- 
prise to tlie country if, when parliament 
incuts, Mr. Fielding is prime minister. 
•It does not necessarily follow that Sir 
Wilfrid would retire, absolutely from 
politics. He is to be given nn easy de- 
partment and go away from Ottawa for 
the repose to which he is entitled. 

The first meeting of the cabinet was 
bold today, Messrs. Tarte and Blair, and 
Sir Frederick Borden being the absen- 
tees. It was something in the nature of 
a love feast, Sir Wilfrid explaining to 
his colleagues what had occurred at the 
London conference. The tariff was laid 
over until Mr. Tarte could bo .present. 

The staff of the Geological Survey mot 
today and passed a resolution of sym- 
pathy with the family of the late Dr. 
'Selwyn. An order was sent for a 
wroat* as a token of sympathy. 

Last session an act was passed respect- * 
ing the coasting trade of Canada. It 
Was withheld for royal assent, and this 
having been obtained, a proclamation has 
been issued bringing the act into force. 
In brief, it enacts that hereafter it shall 
not be possible for any foreign built ship 
by merely obtaining Bjjtish register, to 
engage in coasting trade in Canada. 
They must in future take out n license 
and pay 25 per cent, ad valorem duty. 
A couple of years ago a United States 
built y.essel obtained a provisional Brit- 
ish register from the British consul In 
Chicago, and with this proceeded to do 
coasting business in Canada. The fre- 
quent practice is to have foreign built 
steamers registered in Newfoundland as 
British ships, thus enabling them to cut 
into freighting business between Cana- 
dian ports. The act which does away 
with this practice will not apply to ves- 
sels already in tho trade, but it will pre- 
vent others being brought in, and will 
be the means of encouraging the build- 
ing of sterd vessels in Canada. 

According to advices received by tho 
Department of Agriculture, there were 
eight deaths from bubonic plague at San 
Francisco last month. 

IMr. Jardine, trade commissioner _ in 
South Africa, again urges Canadian 
bouses to get into the game effective- 
ly. Ho suggests that houses in Tor- 
onto, Halifax, Montreal and Victoria 
combine to send representatives.

Paris, Oct. 20.— The Colonial office has 
received a cablegram from Martinique 
saying that the Lacroiz scientific mis- 
sion, which was sent out by the French 
government to make observations of the 
recent eruptions, and to establish a. per- 
manent observation station on .Mont 
Pelee, has traversed the zone laid waste 
during the recent eruptions and foun3 
traces of new lis mres. The commission 
did 'Hud, however, that the zone of solid 
rock' near the crater was furrowed with 
fissures from which explosivo blasts of 
sulphurous vapor were emitted, and that 
these blasts caused violent avalanches 
and cavings.

Leeds, England, Oct. 20.— The- tenth 
annual congress of the Free Labor As- 
sociation opened here today. The dele- 
gates represented 400.000 workmen.

anything but the most careful equity. 
Ulowing, of course, fur circumstances 
which made military rule necessary it 
was in fact an era of almost unexampled 
tenderness. Though still on the 
threshold of Iter colonial empire, Bug- 
land had already realized that the light- 
est yoke is the one which is born long- 
est. She had annexed here a v;ist 
domain, aud the willing allegiance of its 
seventy thousand French inhabitants 
was her tirst consideration. These must 
be won to a new loyalty, and schooled 
in the free institutions of a civilizing 
nation. 

lEver since the Battle of the Plains, 
the habitants and citizens of Quebec had 
been slowly but steudi.y settling to 
allegiance, and now, when the fall of 
[Montreal had destroyed the last vestige 
of V iFrench dominion, the inhabitants 
came forward more quickly to enrol 
themselves. And that they were re- 
ceived into the British fold with some- 
thing more than u perfunctory enthusi- 
asm is proved' by an extract from 
Amherst's instructions.: 

"These newly acquired subjects (ho 
writes to General Gage), when they 
have taken the oath are as much Uis 
■Majesty's subjects as any of us, and 
are, so long as they remain deserving of 
it, entitled to the same protection. I 
Would have you particularly give it in 
charge of the troops to live in good har- 
mony and brotherhood with them, and 
avoid all differences soever." 

Naturally enough, the recent belliger- 
ents were deprived of their weapons; 
aud commissioners went through the 
different parishes administering the oath 
and collecting the arms. A firelock 
was left to each native militia officer; 
and, under certain conditions, the rank 
and file could retain guns for hunting. 
The Canadians were allowed the free 
exercise of their religion; and although 
nothing was said about the retention of 
the French language, its employment 
followed as a mutter of course, since 
only the soldiers of the garrison 1 knew 
.English. The adjustment of civil dis- 
putes was placed in the hands of the 
officers of militia, who met for that pur- 
j>oso every Tuesday, and from them 
there was nn appeal to the governor. 

Criminal cases were submitted to a 
court -of military officers. (Jivil mis- 
demeanors were defined in the police 
regulations. Chimneys were to be swept 
at least once a month, under penalty of 
six livres. The lire brigade of the 
capital consisted,, ox officio, of all the 
carpenters, who were required to attend 
with axes; the citizens were to assemble 
with buckets, and failure in this duty 
entailed a fine. Each householder was 
required to keep the road clear in front 
of his house, and rubbish was taken 
weekly to the river-side for burning. 
The habitants were forbidden to harbor 
English deserters, and they received 
recompense for any of the garrison 
whom they were asked to billet. For 
the better regulation of prices, the people 
were forbidden to sell their, produce to 
strangers, "coureurs de cote," but were 
required to bring it to market. Through 
representations made by the IingliJ* 
government, France at length consented 
to redeem the billets d'ordoiuiauee with 
which the moribund administration had 
hopelessly flooded the country. The 
days of forced labor had passed; harsh 
impressment no longer compelled the 
habitant to fight on short rations and 
without pay; and as he contemplated 
the change in his body, mind and estate, 
the French-Canadian at length became 
reconciled to English conquest. 

Such, in brief, was the benevolent 
military rule in a country which Eng- 
land held by right of conquest; nnd 
that its quality of mercy was not 
strained is evident from the fact that 
on the death of George LI. the citizens 
of Montreal "placed themselves in 
mourning" and presented the following 
address to the Governor:

is written evidently with Australia prin- 
cipally in view. Hal everything said in 
it except the reference to poverty con- 
tained in the last paragraph applies with 
equal force to Canada. While Aus- 
tralia has not been, and is uot enjoying 
unbroken prosperity, Canada has been 
and is enjoying -rent prosperity, and that 
it<>t through tl i l> lavish spending of bor- 
rowed money, but through the develop- 
ment and working of her own resources. 
Lord 'Brassey's letter is well worth quot- 
ins in full: 

The recent conference with the Pre- 
uneis of die self-governing colonies met 
under favorable auspices. The Corona- 
tion had brougnt together representatives 
of every part of the Empire. It was au 
impressive object-lesson. It taught that 
unity is strength. The .Minister who 
presided has commanding influence in the 
colonies, lie is known to 'be in full syni- 
patuy with the imperial ideal. If the 
ueiioeratious of the conference have been 
brought to a close without accomplishing 
all unit ;;; some quarters had been ex- 
pected, it is evident that closer union for 
defence, as lor all other purposes, must 
proceed by steps and not by strides. As 
one whose duty it has been to look at 
tilings mini tne colonial side, I ask the 
privilege of submitting a lew sugges- 
tions. And, lirst, let us acknowledge 
that substantial eontributions to the 
imperial Exchequer cannot be looked for 
without effective representation for 
Greater Siritaiu in Parliament or the 
Privy Council. Any considerable con- 
stitutional change must be difficult. Par- 
liament would give a reluctant sanction 
to the creation of any new representative 
body. Contributions, if sufficient in 
amount to afford sensible relief to the 
taxpayers at home, would be a strong 
inducement. The colonies are uot yet in 
a position to make them. They will al- 
ways be more ready to help by strength- 
ening their local forces than by con- 
tributing in money. Meanwhile, local de- 
fence has not been neglected. The prin- 
cipal harbors of Australia have been 
strongly fortified, A citizen army has 
been raised. \\'e know the quality of 
the troops which they have lately sent 
into the tield. ' If in any emergency wc 
reinforcements from the 
colonics, it would help us much. While 
binding engagements could not be pro- 
d in respect to forces raised with-

A BY-LAW 



To Provide for the Early Closlne of Retail 
Groc«rs' Stores within the City of 
Victoria. 

• . 

Whereas an application In writing has 
been received by the Cotracl. of (the Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria, signed by 
more than three-fourths of the occupier's 
of shops within the municipality belongln" 
to the class of Retail Grocers for the early 
closing of the same as hereinafter deter- 
mined. 

And whereas, under the "Shops Regula- 
tion Act, 1900." the Council of the Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria is empow- 
ered upon receiving an application so 
signed to pass the by-law in manner here- 
inafter appearing: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts ■ 
as follows: 

1. At the expiration of ten days from 
the day of the lliuil passing of this bv- 
inw all shops of the class of Retail Groco»« 
within the 'Municipality of the City of Vic- 
toria shall be. and each of them' shall be 
and remain closed ou each and every day 
between six-thirty or the clock In the 
evening of each day and (live of the clock 
In the forenoon of the next following da v. 
with the following exceptions: On Satur- 
days, and during the last eighteen days In 
December, and also the days Immediately 
precedinc the following days, namely: New 
Year's 'Day. Good Friday, the 21th (day of 
May, Dominion Day. Labor Day and 
Thanksgiving Day, and other public ho'l- 
days. 

2. No Retail Grocer shall keep open his 
shops dlirlnz the hours prohibited by the 
provisions of this by-law. 

3. This by-law shall take effect on the 
tenth day succeeding the day of the dual 
passing of this by-law. 

4. This By-law shall be published in 
manner following <by a copy of the 1 said 
By-law being advertised at the expense of 
the applicants In three consecutive issues 
of two daily papers published In Victoria. 

5. This By-law may for nil purposes be 
cited as the "Early Closing Retail Grocers' 
By-law, 1902."
